Wittexkinous, the lait King of the Saxons, em- 
braced the Chriftian Faith in the ‘lime of Charlemagne, 
and his Family have, from that Time, been Dukes of 
Saxony, with an Interruption from the Year 1180 to 
1423. 

Arter the Race of Wittehindus was reftored, Fre- 
derick II. dying in 1464, left two Sons; firft, Erne/, 
from whom is derived the Eyxeffine Line, of which is 
the Duke of Saxe Gotha; and iecondly, Albert, from 
whom defcends the Arbertine Line, of which is the 
Elector of Saxony, now King of Poland. 

Frepericx III. Duke of Saxony, Son of Erneft, 
protected Luther in the Cattle of Wartburg, atter the 
Dyet of Worms 1521. 

His Son, Fobn Duke of Saxony, Protrestep fo- 
lemnly with the other Princes of his Alliance, Ano 
1529, againft the Decree of the Dyet of Spire, from 
whence the Prote/fant Name had its Original. He was 
Author of the Smascaldick League in Defence of the 
Reformation. 

FrRepericx the Magnanimons, his Son, fucceeded 
in the Electorate of Saxony. In whofe Time the Em- 
peror Charles V. having projected the entire Subverfion 
of the Liberties of Germany, this Duke of Saxony, 
together with the Landgrave of Hefz, took up Arms 
for the Prefervation of their Religion and Country. 
By the Misfortune of War, after having performed all 
that could be expected from fe great a Captain, the 
Eletor of Saxony was taken Prifoner, April 24, 1547, 
and his Country poflefled by Maurice his Kinfman(Grand- 
fon of Albert, the Founder of the youngeft Line.) Him 
the Emperor invefted with the Electoral Dignity, which 
his Defcendents enjoy at this Day ; aud compelled Fre- 
derick to be at the Solemnity. He bore his Mif.- 
fortunes with a Greatnefs and Equality of Mind, which 
is fcarcely to be parallel’d in Story. Neither could the 
Infolence with which the Emperor treated him, nor the 
Apprehenfions of Death to which he adjudged him, 
nor the Imprifonment which he fo long fuffered, ever 
fhake or diforder his Temper ; and tho’ he was forced 
to fubmit to the hardeft Conditions of renouncing his 
Dignity and Dominions, yet no Intreatics or fears 
could ever bring him to yield the leait Point in Religion. 
His Virtue feemed inimitable, and was celebrated as 
fuch by Tévanus and the molt excellent Writers of that 
Age. , 

ee rom the Great Grandfon of this brave Prince, the 
Dukes of Saxe Gatha are defcended, in whom as the 
Line of Frederick the Magnanimous is continued, fo 
is that Protefant Religion for which he fought and fuf- 
fered. And tho’ the E/eforate of Saxony, that ancient
